MARKETS. 


Deliveries of wheat and oats have slack- 
ened somewhat under the influence of low 
prices. Wheat is still quoted at 46e. for 
No. 1, but much good wheat is being sold 
at 40c.. and some below that figure. There 
is a feeling that prices are at the bottom, 
and holding for a rise is sure to wia. The 
mystery regarding the price of oats deepens. 
Nelson quotes 37}c.a bushel, with big 
supply, against 38c. last week. They are 
exactly the same price in Spokane. On 
the Maniteba & Northwestern in Manitoba 
they are quoted at Il6c. to Il7c, about a 
cent a bushel cheaper than at Edmonton, 
with considerably more than twice the haul 
to Nelson, and different railways to run 
over. Clearly, if Manitoba oats are worth 
as much at home for the Nelson market as 
Edmenton oats, they must get a much 
lower proportionate—or actual—freight 
rate. Prices are quoted 22c. to 2d4c. for 
milling and 18c. to 20c. for feed on the 
south side, 17c. to 19c. for feed and 20c te 
2ie. for milling on this side. Buyers are 
careless even ai these prices, as their ware- 
houses are pretty fall. 

While wheat and oats are depressed there 
is a more brisk demand and better prices for 
all other products of the farm than ever 
before, and this helps oat both farmers and 
business men very greatly. The brisk 
Kootenay demand for dressed poultry, live 
hogs and cattle and dreszed pork and beef, 
together with the demand for young cattle 
on the southern ranches, and the brisk local 
market for eggs, keeps things moving 
wonderfully well. Live hogs are4e. to 4ic., 
dressed 54c. to 6c., or even a fraction over. 
Live cattle 24c. to 3c., and dressed up to fc. 
Chickens 8c., and turkeys 124c., are good 
living prices, and with plenty of this kind 
of produce on hand and brisk demand, the 
Edmonton farmer stands to pull through the 
season fairly well. 

Eggs are still scarce at 25c, to 30c. 


Butter is more plentiful at 16c. to 20c. 
Only choice butter is being taken at those 
figures. 

Hay $4.50 to $5.00 a ton.

The proposition regarding a market 
site submitted to the town council at 
last.meeting by Councillor Humber- 
stone is well worthy the favorablc 
consideration ofthe new council and 


the'electors generally. Mr. Humber- 
stone deserves the thanks of the town 
for having succeeded in getting the 
offer into business-like shape. The 
Queen's avenue, one block back from 
Main street. It has a face of 320 
feet on Queen's avenue, 250 on Rice 
street and about 210 on Elizabeth 
street. The price is $3,700. This 
site is very satisfactory in area, loca- 
tion and price. There should be no 
conflict between east and west ends 
regarding it, as it is as nearly central as 
is possible to be secured, cornering 
across the street the proposed site at 
the fire hall and being on the same 
street line as Block X. If the town 
wishes ever to have a market place it 
would seem good policy to close with 
this offer at once. 

There is a question as to how badly 
the town needs a market site at 
present, and with that is another as 
to how it should be used when 
acquired. Right here the BuLierin 
begs to say that if the establishment 
of a market means the imposition of 
vexatious restrictions and tolis—and 
any restrictions or tolls ave vexatious 
—on farmera bringing produce to 
town for sale it is opposed te the 
establishment of a market at all. 
What the town chiefly wants of a 
market place it has at present without 
the expense of purchasing one ; that 
is a place where loaded teams can 
stand awaiting business without im- 
peding street traffic, But, although 
teamsareallowedtheprivilegeat present 
of standing on uneccupied private pro- 
perty ; at the rate at which property 
in the business centre of the town is 
being taken up and oecupied this 
piivilege will certainly not be con- 
tinued much longer. Then the teams 
will have to stand somewere else 
outside of the business centre and 
thereby draw business in that direc- 
tion, It is therefore good policy on 
the part of those who are interested 
in property or business in the centre 
of the town to have an open space 
secured adjacent to the business cen. 
tre, now that it ean be seoured at a 
reasonable rate. Not for the purpose 
of sending a constable through the 
streets and herding all farmers to 
that point, but merely to have it so 
that when the vacant properties 
which they at present use are requir. 
ed for other purposes they will fall 
back upon the purchased site instead 
of having to go to other parts of the 
town to do business. 

The danger of a market site in this 
town is that an effort may be made to 
do too much with it, to make too 
much out of it, and therefore to drive 
business elsewhere. This is a farmers’ 
town. Its business is a farmers’ 
business. A market site might be 
handled so as to be a convenience and 
an advantage to the farmere, and so 
draw busiuess to the town. But on 
the other hand it might be handled 
in & manner objectionable to farmers 
and therefore be made an injury to 
the town. And let it be remembered, 
* merely sentimental objection may 
bring about as serious material results 
“# any other kind of an objection. 
Above all things this town should be 
careful not to attempt to make its 
market site a source of revenue. 
In earlier days it did so with the 
ferries. The result was that the col- 
lection of a few hundred dollars of 
ferry revenue resulted in the loss of 
many thousands to the business of the 
town. A free weigh scales, and driv- 
tng sheds for teams, as an accessory to 
the market place would be a great 
attraction to farmers. But eompul- 
my market fees, and compulsory 
weighing would do incalculable in jury. 
Again let it be emphasized that the 
town lives off the farmers ; the 
farmers do not live off the town. 
They can get along without us, but 
we cannot get along without them. 

Tt is business for us then to meet 
their convenience, not to try to compel 


them to meet ours.

An interview with N. F. Davis, 
M. P., appears in a recent issue of 
the Winnipeg Telegram, the occasion 
being Mr. Davin’s return from his 
visit to Alberta. In the course of a 
long interview Mr. Davin is reported 
to have said three things: “Ist, There 
are at least three possible (conserva- 
tive) candidates (in Alberta) any one 
of whom can beat Mr. Oliver, al- 
though Mr. Oliver is naturally very 
strong. 2nd, It is because the popular 
mind condemns the present govern- 
ment that the popular mind is favor- 
able to Mr. Oliver. 3rd, But Mr. 
Oliver on any vote that menaced the 
existence of the government would 
support it.” 

Mr. Davin’s first statement will 
scarcely arouse enthusiasm amongst 
conservatives who remember that their 
great trouble at last election was that 
they had three possible candidates, 
any one of whom, etc. But three was 
too many, and in getting the three 
down to one they lost the winning 
combination. Possibly the present is 
another case of an embarrassment of 


riches. 

The conclusion Mr. Davin draws 
from his second statement is that as 
the popular mind of the constituency 
seems to support Mr. Oliver in the 
votes which he has given in opposition 
to the government, it must be favor- 
able to the conservative party. On 
all the occasions except one on which 
Mr. Oliver opposed the propositions 
of the government, the conservative 
party as a party stood with the gov- 
ernment. As for instance on the 
fast Atlantic line, the Crow's Nest 
railway and the tariff. Therefore if 
approval of Mr. Oliver means dis- 
approval of the government it neces- 
sarily means disapproval 
opposition as well. The one excep- 
tion was the Stikine railway bill. It 
is commonly understood that the con- 
servative leader committed himself to

But the more they have 
objected to special favors shown by 
the new government to the manu- 
facturers, to the C. P. R. or to mono- 
polists generally, the more reason they 
have for opposing the accession to 
power of the present opposition. For 
that party has lost no occasion of 
declaring its absolute subserviency to 
the interests of the manufacturers, 
the C. P. Railway or the monopolists, 
present or prospective. It has con- 
centrated its efforts since being in 
opposition to outbid the government 
for the favor of these interests. So 
that if the professions of the present 
leaders. of the congervative party 
count for anything, their return to 
Power would mean a still greater sub- 
serviency to the interests which are 
egainst those of the mass of the 
people than prevailed before '96.

DELEGATES REPORT. 


Edmonton, Alta., Dec. 8th, *98. 
C. W. Surrar, 
Immigration Agent. 

Dear Sta: In answer to your request 
asking us to state what we think of the 
Edmonton district, we must-say in all 
sincerity, that driving all over the country 
for six days we have not found one settler 
who was not more than pleased with the 
country and its productions, and would not 
return to the land he left. We have seen 
people here from all parts of the States and 
sll doing well. We met a Dakota farmer 
by the name of McLean, who informed us 
that he has raised more grain here in three 
years than he did in thirteen where he 
came from, on ha!fasmuch land. We have 
seen anumber of others, both men and 
women, and all speak in the same strain 
sbout Alberta. They all look happy and 
contented ; even the children are happy. 
In our drive over the country, io ing 
the countless school houses, we could only 
see happiness in the faces of the little ones. 
We noticed them all well dressed, equal if 
not better than the same class of children 
in the State of Minnesota. 

The wheat that is raised here is just 
beautiful, the kernel full and plump and 
may well be termed golden grain, yielding 
from thirty to fifty-five bushels to the acre. 
Thie statement is not from one farmer but 
trom hundreds who tell the same tale. 
Oats yield from seventy to one hundred 
bushels to the acre, barley forty to zixty 
and potatoes from three to four hundred 
bushels to the acre. 

We have taken particular notice of the 
climate in regard to the difference between 
this country and ourcwn. When we left 
Ada, Minnesota, we were in the midst of a 
real Dakota blizzard, but with the ligh+- 
ning speed of the C. P. R. railway, we soon 
left all that behind. When we arrived at 
Edmonten we found the people on the 
atreete still wearing their summer clothing, 
no mittens on their hands aud far less use 
for them. We spent three days driving 
over the country in company with C. W. 
Sutter, goverenment agent, and we cannot 
say whether it was his warmhearted com- 
panionship or the climate, but one thing is 
aure we suffered nothing from cold even 
driving until twelve o'clock at night. The 
country is simply more than we ever 
dreamed of. The printed matter sent out 
by the government does not half tell of the 
grand country in Alberta, open for millions 
of people to make beautiful homes for 
themselves. Too much cannot be said in 
its praise. [It is all und more than the 
greatest eulogist ever thought of giving to 
the pablic. 

We saw the catile and horses in herds, 
grezing on the prairie like ip summer time, 
all sleek and fat. We were informed by 
several farmers that most of the stock run 
out all winter. We looked into this matter 
most particularly to satisfy a number of 
our farmers. We also find the market 
extra good here for beef and pork. Hogs 
fetch 44c cents live weight. A three year 
old steer will sell for from $40 00 to $45.00 
right from the prairie. Coal and wood are 
here in abundance. Coal is sold in the 
town of Edmonton for $2.00 per ton, and 
farmers can secure coal at the mines them- 
selves for 75 cents per load. 

We find that settlers can purchase their 
farming implements as cheaply here as in 
the States, taking freight charges and duty 
into consideration, on new machinery. 

We have found the people of Alberta 
kind and hospitable, ever ready to giye 
information and accommodation to strangers 
in a strange land. 

From the kind and courteous treatment 
which we have received from Messrs. Spears 
and Sutter, government officials, while 
travelling over the country in their com 
pany, we shalf always keep them in kindly 
rememberance and can bespeak to intending 
settiers that the best of attention will be 
given them by ail officials of the govern- 
ment, 

Before closing we say to you one and all, 
come to Alberta, where there are homes for 
millions and a promise for something to lay 
by for old age. Weare well satisfied with 
this country and as evidence have each 
bought a half sec.ion of C. P. R. land in 
township 55, range 21, west of the 4th 
initial meridian, and will return next spring 
to reside. 

Hoping this will be of some benefit to 
the overburdened farmers of the United 
States.

DEASE RIVER. 


F. T. Gregory, who aecompanied Lang 


and Mansfield’s catile outfit from St. John, 
on Peace river, last season, writes to F. §. 
Mitchell, ef Sturgeon settlement, from 
Dease river under date ef October 7th, 98. 


He says : 


We have gone into wister quarters about 


55 miles from Sylvester's Landing, called 
t. The valley we are 


there Dease river pos 


in is very lovely, with river and several 
lakes in it, and plenty of hay. We have 
stacked about 27 tons ‘he distance from 
Fort St. John to the Dease river is roughly 
about 650 miles. The trip over that dis- 
tance was very uneventful, being a series 
of mountains and muskegs. We saw a few 
bears, but shot nothing larger than porcu- 
ines, which we eat and found very good, 

r. Lang, who owned most of the outfit, 
died on his way home, after we left 
the Peace River, and Mansfiel ay ae 
is now returning to Los Angeles, California, 
to see his family and raise funds for next 
years’ trip. The oxen proved very good 
pack enimals. I think ahead of horses. 
We had good Juck and lost only three or 
four, though we got a few of their feet 
burnt whilst passing through a burning 
country for several days. We are now in 
the Cassiar Mountains, with bare rocks 
rising high and white en all sides. The 
region is considered gold-bearing, there 
havirg been made several good strikes 
within twenty or thirty miles of where we 
are. Having put up a comfortable house 
and fire place, a eattle stable and 
some hay, we are now in pesition to doa 
little prospecting. Up to this date the 
weather is very fineand clear, though we 
have rather more snow clouds than ovt of

the mountains, The lakes here are full of 
trout and whitefish. I have killed a good 
many trout with the fiy. It is absurd, the 
way they take the fly. Even a duck 
feather tied on a hook attracts them as well 
as my old country ones, The mocse, 
cariboo and wolf are quite plentiful so I 
expect a good winter's amusement. The 
earth here is very fine for grain or garden. 
Tam sure potatoes would be a great success, 
I suppose that w>shali have a very long 
winter here, and the days will be much 
shorter than any I have ever seen.

FROM FORT RESOLUTION. 

Leon Bureau arrived from Fort Resolu- 
tion, on Great Slave lake, ne roma 
He was aceompanied by Geo. a < 
Fert Smith. Mr. Bureau left Resolution 
on October 15th, to come up Slave river by 
boat. Ten days this side of Kesolution the 
ice jammed, and he tramped twe days 
more to Fort Smith. Hestarted from Fort 
Smith with ddg train accompanied by 

George Knapp, and travelled on the ice to 
Chipewyan and McMurray, then branched 
off the river to the trail by Lac la Biche. 
At Lac la Biche he met Insp. Routledge on 
his way nortk, There was plenty of snow 
for sleighing all the way until near Fort 
Saskatchewan. The weather was severe 
for a shert tine in November while at 
Chipewyan, the thermometer registering 
40 to 45 below. The rest of the weather 
encountered was fine. Snow fell at Slave 
lake on Oct. Ist. 

Mr. Baresu brings samples of galena, 
and quartz, which he is taking to Paris 
to hyve assayed, and if the assay warrants 
he expects to return early in spring. His 
pertners H. Henry and M. Magnier remain 
at Resolution this winter. The party 
originaliy started for the Liard, but on 
reaching Slave lake they were attracted by 
the prospeoc*, there and as the season was 
late deiermined to winter. Dr. Hoops, 
and Dr. Hallwright. of the Helpman party; 
Capt. Holt, of the Holt party, and Richard, 
who at first wasof Mr. Bareau’s party, are 
wintering together at Resolution. If the 
finds en Great Slave lake do not turn out 
good they will goon to the Liard in the 
epring. 

Deer meat and food | een) was 
plentiful at Resolution, but fish were scarce. 
At Chipewyan there was abundance of fish. 


Chief Factor Cameel, of Fort Simpson, 
reported having heard that there were white 
men amongst the Esquimarx on the Arctic 
coast at the mouth of the Mackenzie, and 
surmised they might possibly be Andree 
and his friends. 

The only drownings Mr. Bureau had 
heard of last season were Frank Hoffman 
on Great Slave lake and J. Bouret at Fort 
Simpson. 

The formation at Great Slave lake re- 
sembles that at Rat Portage, and has every 
indication of being mineral bearing. 

The epecimens brought out by Mr. 
Bureau are evidently metallic toa large 
degree, but how valuable they are can enly 
be surmised, without an assay. 


Mr. Bureau goes on to Paris by to-mor- 
row’s train.

GREAT SLAVE LAKE. 


The Bcu.erty is in receipt of a letter 
from E. Nagle, trader at Fort Resolution, 
on-Great Slave lake, dated Oct. 3rd. Mr. 
Nagle says : 

We have several parties of miners winter- 
ing here: The O’Brien, the Willard, of 
Chicago; the Minstrel Boys ; Livermore 
and Baker; Blten boys, and what is lett 
of the Holt party. They claim to have 
found some very rich quartz and are satis- 
fied to remain here. Iam of opision that 
next summer will prove thie lake to be 
better than the Klondike. There were 
pleaty of good specimens brought in by 
the Indians, and they claim that where 
they found them there is mountains of it. 
We are greatly in need of a government 
assayer. We have local ones, but they are 
tongve tied for some reason. In ane instance 
an Indiao brought irs piece of quartz 
They made the test. Told Mr. man it was 
no good, or comparatively so, They learn- 
ed where be found it ; hired a white guide, 
and located in the neighborhood of 30 
claims, and left Mr. maa in the cold. You 
know the nature of the red man. Once 
scalded he is always afraid of cold water. 
I hold quite a few good specimens of theiri? 
awaiting some competent man. 


Shortly after my arrival here last spring 
& party pulled out to cross the lake. Shert- 
ly before they started there had been some 
trouble in the party. Une of them was a 
woman. Three days after their departure 
they returned, one man less in the party. 
When they arrived and I heard of the man 
being drowned I sent one of my men to get 
the news from the men, and I made en- 
quiries of the woman. The story I got and 
the one my man got did not correspond. 
This disagreement of accounts of the affair 
aroused some suspicion of foul play. A few 
days afterwards the party went on. Every- 
body else crossed the lake in safety. 


I saw it mentioned in some r that 
when the commissioners are at Fort Smith 
next summer to make a treaty with the 
Indians there, they wish to meet the 
Indians of Great Slave lake. The Provi- 
dence and Fort Rae Indians would have to 
cross the lake to Resolution and then go up 
# ream 200 miles to Smith. These Indians 
weee be oes at 2 = wee as they cannot
